Fishermen of Quebee are to ‘‘organize’”’ in 
order to sell their fish at home. That kind of a 
despatch usually heralds the creation of a monop- 
oly, and a sharp boost in the price of the commod- 
ity concerned. When producers sell at fair prices 
they do not need much organization to hold the 
home trade. When they begin to talk about orgs- 
nization as a means of controlling the home market 
it commonly means that they have got away from ; 
the idea of competition and that it is time for the 
home consumer to begin to look for some substi- 


tute article. 


THE WORLD'S WHEAT SUPPLY 
The International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome reports that the wheat exporting nations 
have a grand total of 950,000,000 bushels which 
they must sell abroad, while tne wheat importing 
countries among them need 923,000,000 bushels. 
That leaves a surplus of 27,000,000 bushels in the 


world market. If this balance had to tide over a 


“CASUALTY”’ 


period of several months and provide the emer- 
gencies and regional crop failures it would be a 
small one, and the price of the cereal would like- 
ly go sky ‘ward. As a matter of fact there is no 
such between-crop period. Wheat is grown on 
every continent and in every climate, and some- 
where the fields are ripening every day in the 
year. Australia and the Argentine are due to 
start their binders next month, and right through 
the year wheat will be cut and threshed in one 
part of the world or another every month. A sur- 
plus of 27,000,000 bushels at any time in the year 
thus assumes an importance it would not otherwise 
have, in curbing future buying and keeping prices 
in check. To really ‘‘corner’’ the world’s wheat 
market it would first be necessary to roll up the 
calendar, fortunately for humanity. To function 
up to expectation a Canadian compulsory wheat 
board would need to begin operations by stalling 
the mechanism of the universe at the end of Aug- 
ust, and thus preventing the crops in the southern 
hemisphere coming to maturity. 


DO WE WANT ECONOMY? 

‘An Ottawa despatch says the Ministers are 
using the pruning knife on the estimates, in prepa- 
ration for the coming session of perliament. It is 
to be hoped that they are wielding the instrument 
with @ free hand. And tkat when parliament 
meets the members will not lay siege to the Gov- 
ernment with demands for new post offices and 
other expenditures which would off-set the re- 
trenchment efforts and doom the country to an- 
other deficit at the end of the coming year. It is 
time to stop running farther into debt, and to eut 
the outlay until a good per centage of the national 
revenue is left to apply on what is already owing. 
That can only be done with the consent of the 
members of pariiament and the public. The tax- 
payers cannot get apy more economy than they are 
ready to stand for, and don’t deserve any more. 
The Ministers may propose, but parliament dis- 
poses, and the members will do the disposing ac- 
eording to the trend of opinion among their con- 
stituents. The Government may trim down the 
proposed appropriations to the limit but it will do 
no good if a string of supplementary estimates 
come along st the end of the session and sweep 
away all the savings. If there is to be economy 
it will have to be practised in detail. Which 
means that it will have to be backed up by e posi- 
tive desire on the part 0; the publie to do without

COLLECTIVE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The city solicitor says that all members of a 
mob are responsible for the acts of each. That 
seems like a sweeping interpretation of the case, 
but it has to be eo if private and public rights and 
property are to be protected against violence. 
If an unknown member of a mob could shoot a 
man down or heave a stone through a window 
without anyone being punished for it there could 
be no such thing as security for any person. Where 
all are held acountable for whatever happens, 
mobs are likely to be less common and more 
orderly. Socially a man is known by the com- 
pany he keeps. If the same rule is to hold legally 
those who do not want to be treated as criminals 

will keep out of the company of law- breakers, 


A QUESTION OF NEUTRALITY. 

The Regina Leader carried a telegraph heading 
‘* Alberta Will Stay Neutral in Mine War,’’ over 
a Calgary report of what Attorney General 
Brownlee told the citizens’ deputation of Saturday 
last. The heading indicates the inference drawn 
by the Leader from the interview given out by the 
Attorney General. No doubt the same inference 
will be drawn by readers of the interview. The 
only request for activity by the forces at the dis- 
posal of the Attorney General has been to restrain 
active violence. There can be no neutrality on 
the part of those charged with the administration 
of law in such a case. If they are not actively 
for the protection of personal and property rights 
they are against it. Either the law-abiding citizen 
can depend on the machinery of the law to protect 
him in his right of person and property or he ean 
not. It is most unfortunate that the impression 
should have gone abroad that the administration 
of law in Alberta is ‘‘neutral’’? when life and 
property are in wholesale jeopardy as they have 
been in the Edmonton district for the past four 
weeks. 


ADVANCING BACKWARDS. 

Mr. Das, president of the A!l-India Nationalist 
Congress, says that what is agitating the people 
of that country is the desire for self-rule, This he 
thinks could not be attained by a state of parlia- 
mentary government applied to the whole country ; 
but would only be possible if India were divided 
up into an innumerable number of small commun 
ities, each self-governing or as nearly that as 
practicable. Theoretically, of course, he is right, 
for the smaller the unit the more nearly demo- 
cratic the government can be. On paper, & village 
should be the best governed community in the 
world, and the larger the powers of the village 
council the better protected and more con- 
tented would be its people. But as a matter of 
fact that is not the case, and applied in a whole- 
sale way the theory has always worked out in the 
opposite direction. Mr. Das, like a good many 
other ‘‘reformers,’’ is travelling backwards, not 
forward. He is trying to re-establish a condition 
of things similar to that which once prevailed in 
India; and while it prevailed no part of India had 
anything deserving the name of government. 
Practically the country was plundered by Princes, 
ravaged by incessant wars, and ruled by Thugs. 
Perhaps that would not occur again if India were 
again chopped up into semi-independent town- 
ships. But almost certainly it would. And the 
same thing would likely occur in any other coun- 
try similarily subdivided. Democratic govern- 
ment is only comparatively attainable on a large 
scale. But only on a lerge scale has government 
ever yet existed on earth that was tolerably effi- 
cient, just and durable. It is better that a country 
be well governed under representative system 
than that it fall into anarchy in the attempt to 
set up 8 system of direct rule ‘‘by the people.’”’ 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

At the end of last week 3,181 persons were 
registered as unemployed with the Provincis] 
labor bureau. The number is large, but by no 
means large enough to show an alarming situa- 
tion. A year ago two thousand more names were 
on the rolls. Thus far in the winter the unem- 
ployment situation has fdiled to develop the 
gravity that was forecasted during the summer, 
If it continues to be handled in like manner the 
prospect is that what was feared will not happen 
at any time in the season. Firmness on the part 
of the publie authorities in refusing to hand ovt 
relief to whoever did not want to work, and a 
reviving disposition on the part of the individua) 
to take care of himself, are accountable for the 
improvement over last Cn eee ee een eee ee 's conditions.

On 
the averuge, however, it would run 
about elghteen pounds per inch of 
cross section of the tire, This means 
that a three-inch tire should carry 
a little more than fifty pounds, ® 
five inch tire ninety pounds and 
others in proportion, although an 
mentionea before, this might have 
to be decreased in lighter cars an4 
increased on cars which were to?

When a car is driven at very high 
speed, the tires of course have a

if the same car is driven at mode-- 
ate speed, a total mileage of some- 
thing like 10,000 is expected before 
the tires give trouble. Thue, we feel 
safe in saying that the driver has 
very much, indeed, to do with the 
service given by the ordinary tires.
